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1985 RESOLUTION PROMPTS BOARD'S ACTIONS CONCERNING BOOTHE 


Elba W&E Board reinstates Pat Boothe -

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board members were apparently sur- 
prised Monday evening when Mrs. 
Pat Boothe addressed them with the 

uestion of why and upon what au- 
thority she was fired last Friday by 
Mayor Ricky Haywood. 

She presented each member with 
a copy of a memo addressed to her 
from Mayor Haywood reading... 
“Under the advise (sic) of counsel, I 
inform you that as of today, your ser- 
vices will not be required nor needed 
by the City of Elba.” 

The memo was dated October 9, 
1992. Mrs. Boothe stated it was giv- 
en to her on that date. 

She also gave the members copies 
of her last pay check, issued by the 
W & E Board. She asked upon what 
authority he fired her from the utility 
because at that time he hadn’t been 
appointed a superintendent. 

She also gave the board members 
copies of a 1985 resolution by the 
board in which it was approved as a 
part of the by-laws of the W & E 
board that “The Waterworks and 
Electric Board shall have sole and 
absolute authority to appoint, hire or 
dismiss any employee, officer or 
agent of the Waterworks and Elec- 
tric Board. Any employee or agent 


that receives wages or salary, in full 
or in part, from the funds of the Wa- 
terworks and Electric Board shall be 
considered an employee of the 
Board." 

The second paragraph reads in 
part: “The Superintendent ... shall 
have authority to suspend temporari- 
ly, and without pay, any employee or 
agent working under his supervision 


for good cause, Any such temporary 


suspension by Superintendent shall 
be presented to the Board at its next 
regular or called meeting for ap- 
proval or disapproved as required 
by paragraph | next above." 

That amendment was approved 
on August 10, 1985, 

Mrs. Boothe told the board mem- 
bers she had been employed in vari- 
Ous capacities by the city and the 
utility for the past 14!/) years. She 
reported serving in a number of posi- 
lions, including: receptionist, secre- 
lary to the mayor and city clerk, util- 
ity billing and collection clerk, 
assistant bookkeeper, payroll clerk, 
supervisor of utility clerks, computer 
Operator, administrative assistant, 
coordinator of department heads, 
personnel director, city clerk, secre- 
lary and treasurer of the W & E 
board, and as acting superintendent 
of the utility. 

She added, “that upon accepting 
the position of city clerk, it was dis- 


cussed that I would be performing 
the duties as administrative assistant 
and city clerk, due to my past experi- 
ence with all facets of the city.” 

She continued, “Since receiving 
the letter from Mayor Haywood last 
Friday, | have talked with each one 
of you, with the exception of Mr. 
McCollough, concerning my dismis- 
sal, 


“Under the advise (sic) 
of counsel, I inform you | 
that as of today, your 
services will not be re- 
quired nor needed by 
the City of Elba.”

Each one of you has expressed to 
me sympathy over the loss of my 
job, and, each one of you, on more 
than one occasion, has stated what 
an outstanding job I have performed 
over the past 14 1/2 years.” 

She wanted to know “For what 
good cause are my services no long- 
er required,” 

After discussing the matter, board 
members passed the following mo- 
tion offered by Bill Brunson:

Elba police arrest 
Pine Level woman 
on drug charges

A Coffee County woman has 
been arrested for the second time on 
drug charges by Elba police and nar- 
cotics officers. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddy Hanchey, 27-year-old Sherry 
Denise Moseley, of the Pine Level 
Community, was arrested Monday 
afternoon on a grand jury indictment 
and charged with possession of co- 
caine, 

_ Chief Hanchey stated that police 
and narcotics officers executed a 
search warrant on September 7, 1992 
at Moseley’s home located on Cof- 
fee County Road 50 west of Elba. As 
a result of the search, officers seized 
a quantity of cocaine and other drug 
related paraphernalia. 

Moseley was arrested just over a 
month ago and charged with two 
counts of unlawful distribution of a 
controlled substance (marijuana), 

Upon her arrest Monday, Mose- 
ley was placed in the Coffee County 
Jail in New Brockton and was later 
released on a $2,500.00 bond, 

Moseley’s arrest is part of an on- 
going undercover drug operation be- 
ing conducted by the Elba Police De- 
partment and the 12th Judicial 
Circuit Drug Task Force, 


Mrs. Linda Lawless addressed the 
council concerning her need for sew- 
age service at her home on Smith 
Avenue where she is constructing a 
building to move her beauty shop. 

She noted her deposit for water 
and sewage had been accepted on 
September 4th. She added that con- 
struction is now almost finished and 
the concrete carport is already in 
place, preventing hooking onto the 
existing septic tank but she is told 
there is no city sewage available. 

A lengthy discussion by the coun- 
cil resulted in an opinion that it 
would be cheaper for the city to pay 
for installing a septic tank for her, 
rather than extending a sewage line 
at lest 710 feet, 

The council delayed making a 
definite commitment to Mrs, Law- 
less until they received a legal opin- 
ion on doing work on private proper- 
ly. 

They promised an answer by 


Tuesday. However Tuesday night 
City Clerk Jeff Goodson said the city 
attorney had said it would be at least 
two days before he would have an 
opinion ready on the matter. 

Mr, and Mrs. Gary Dawkins, who 
live on Washington Ave. addressed 
the council concerning their moving 
a modular home on a lot they recent- 
ly purchased, i 

They noted they were there at the 
request of Council member Earl 
McCollough. 

The couple said they bought the 
lot six weeks ago only after check- 
ing with the then mayor and cily 
clerk, who cleared the placing of the 
modular home on the lot. 

Mrs. Dawkins explained that in 
the last place they lived, a modular 
home was legal in a R-1 zone. A 
manufactured home is considered a

In Monday's Coffee County 
Commission meeting, commission- 
ers were informed that a public hear- 
ing on the solid waste landfill had 
been scheduled, 

According to County Engineer 
Mark Pool, the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) will hold a public hearing 
on Tuesday, November 24th at 7:00 
p.m, at the Coffee County Farm Cen- 
ter in New Brockton, 

The hearing is being held by 
ADEM as part of the procedure in 
granting or denying the county’s re-

quest for a permit to construct a re- 
gional Sub-Title D landfill, 

During the hearing, both oral and 
written comments will be accepted 
by ADEM officials conducting the 
hearing. 

Details concerning the public 
hearing will be published in a local 
newspaper in the near future. A no- 
tice of the meeting will be placed in 
the legal section of a county newspa- 
per and/or newspapers. 

Ben McKee, spokesperson for the 
Concemed Citizens of Coffee 
County, was on Monday's agenda, 

During the past few months, 
members of the group have voiced 
their opposition to construction of a 
regional landfill in Coffee County. 

McKee presented figures in Mon- 
day's meeting in an attempt to show 
commissioners that it is feasible to 
Operate a wne-county landfill in Cof- 
fee County. 

He stated that the figures he used 
were those taken from previous com- 
mission meetings, 

According to McKee's calcula- 
tions, the estimated life of a single- 
county, 10-acre-cell, landfill would 
be 44 years, A 4-year-life had been 
estimated for a 11-county regional 
landfill, 

Using 16,000 as the number of 
households in the county, McKee es- 
timated that $2,496,000 per year 
could be collected by charging each 
household $13 per month. 

A figure of $1,075,000.00 had 
been used in the past, according to 


. McKee, as the annual cost of con- 


structing a 10-acre landfill cell, 

McKee’s figures showed that a 
regional landfill, accepting 1200 
tons of garbage daily at a cost of $22 
per ton, would produce $7,550,400 
annually. 

“We think the commission is 
hung up on this amount of income

“Pending further action, Pat 
Booth is reinstated to her former po- 
sition, We authorize the superinten- 
dent (Haywood), if he so desires, to 
place her on a paid leave status at 
the same rate of pay as when she 
drew her last check."

When Boothe asked what was her 
current status, Haywood said that 
she was immediate on administrative 
leave until the matter is settled.

Group confronts Elba School Board with problem

The Elba City School Board was 
met with a barrage of problems last 
Thursday evening when they met to 
conduct, so they thought, what was 
their routine monthly business of 
paying the bills and reviewing the 
progress on the construction project 
and reviewing the budget for a new 
year, 

A group of parents addressed the 
board with complaints of how their 
children were being treated (or mis- 
treated), Spokesperson for the group 
was Mrs. Dolray Fleming. 

Mrs, Fleming opened with a pre- 

ared statement expressing an opin- 
ion that they had serious problems 
with the school system and they 
would not tolerate a continuation of 
these things. She said their main 
problems were in the Elba High 
School, 

It didn’t take long for the group to 
direct their attack at High School 
Principal Charles Clark. Their first 
complaint was their children telling 
of Clark’s rule they couldn't wear 
black clothing because it represented 
“gang” activity. Mrs. Fleming noted 
the students were facing enough peer 
Pressure for anyone and don’t need 
any more. 

Other parents spoke up and said 
the children have been harassed, 
Certain members of the faculty have 
harassed the students and accused 
them of “being in a gang.” 

“The children hate to come to 
school because they walk down the 
hall and hear racial slurs from some 
of the teachers, 

When asked by Superintendent 
Charles Pearce and later by board 
members for names, the parents said 
they had names of three teachers 
who are guilty of this, but declined 
to give them at that time, 

They were assured by several 
board members and by the superin- 
tendent that such actions would not 
be tolerated in the Elba school sys- 
tem. 

“We are just completing a beauti- 
ful new school park for the benefit 
of our children and we will not allow

educated, If they can’t make a living 
we will have to support them the rest 
of our lives and we have enough be- 
ing taken out of our pay checks al- 
ready,” Mrs. Fleming stated, She 
added, “One student back is one 
more dollar not taken out of my pay- 
check,” 


Another complaint was there 
were not enough black students in- 
volved in the Co-op program, It was 
explained that these students must 
have certain training before applying 
for a job and they will only be 
placed in job skills they apply for on 
their applications, 

They also complained that there 
were no black students on the Jr, 
cheerleader squad. They noted the 
ballplayers were both black and 
white with all playing together and 
wondered if they needed to organize 
an all-black cheering squad to stand 
alongside the all-white squad, 

Their final complaint was that 
there wasn’t enough black history 
being taught in the school. “ They 
just slide over those chapters in the 
book,” the parents quoted their chil- 
dren as saying, 

Pearce challenged that statement, 
noting he has visited some of the 
Classes, has a history background 
himself and is confident black histo- 
ry is being taught, 

Board members told the group 
their complaints about police activity 
should be taken up some place other 
than the school board, 

The group will meet back with 
the school board at the November 
mecting and have requested the high 
school principal also be present. 


Board hires teacher and approves 
$3.99 million 1992-93 budget

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday approved a recommenda- 
tion by Superintendent Charles 
Pearce that an additional 5th grade 
teacher be hired, The administration 
had been studying this situation 
since the beginning of school, They 
had originally indicated the problem 
could be handled by hiring an aide to 
be shared by the Sth grade teachers, 

The unit will be funded 1/) by 
funds from a grant to hire an aide 
and 1/ through a one time windfall 
of $36,200 from the State Depart- 
ment of Education, 

A teacher will be named for this 
position in a special meeting to be 
held Wednesday (yesterday). 

The board approved a medical 
leave of absence for Mrs. Pat Eng- 
lish, She will be on leave until De- 


cember 29, Mrs, Daffney Donaldson 
will continue as her substitute until 
that time. 

Board members were presented a 
proposed budget for the coming 
year, 

Total revenues on this first-draft 
budget totaled $3,990,996 or almost 
$4 million. 

Pearce explained many of the fig- 
ures were estimates, but his staff had 
estimated the income low and the ex- 
penses for the new schools high. 
This is to prevent financial problems 
later in the year, 

The budget being studied by 
board members promises a general 
fund balance on September 30, 1993 
of $184,920, 

Over 72% of the operating funds 
are supplied by the state; over 12 
percent from federal funds and about 
14% is local funds. The balance is 
from miscellaneous sources and re- 
tained funds,

“We believe the county can oper- 
ate a one-county landfill,” he con- 
cluded. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
marked that some of McKee’s fig- 
ures were not accurate. 

Pool stated that the present one- 
county landfill is only producing 
$262,000 annually at a charge of 
$14.82 per ton. 

Commissioner Dubose contended 
that McKee’s figures were based on 
mandatory garbage pick-up for 
county residents. 

He also added that the assumpéion 
was being made that all the cities 
and towns within the county now 
collecting garbage would be using 
the county’s landfill. This could or 
could not be the case. 

Dubose once again stated, “All 
we've ever said from the beginning 
until right now is that we want to 
keep our options open...if Coffee 
County can feasibly operate a one- 
county landfill, we'll have the op- 
tion to do that. But, if the facts come 
in and Coffee County cannot, then 
we will have: not locked ourselves 
into a position where we cannot op- 
erate a landfill.” 

Pool offered and McKee accepted 
to meet and review the figures pre- 
sented to the commission. 

Turing ‘to other, matters, Pool 
gave the commissioners some good 
news! 

He stated that all the flood claims 
with FEMA had been settled and 
that the county would be receiving a 
final payment of $248,000.00 in the 
very near future. 
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will. It may be only $1.00 a year, but 
we aren't going through that mess 
again.” 

Haywood asked if the $600 could 
be paid to Clark and the board ap- 
proved that action. 

Jeff Goodson was named Secre- 
lary-Treasurer of the utility. 

Jack Prescott and Larry Galloway 
were named as the utililics represen- 


tative to the Alabama Electric Co-op 
board. 

The utility will keep the same au- 
ditors for the end-of-year audit. The 
firm had a letter of engagement from 
the previous administration. Mayor 
Haywood indicated he planned to 
use a different firm for future audits. 

Monthly bills of $14,288 were ap- 
proved for payment.

Managing Caregiving Stress 

Whether we are caring for our ag- 
ing parent, spouse or another indi- 
vidual, we want to do the very best 
for them, Many caregivers experi- 
ence emotional tension between guilt 
and anger. They feel guilty because 
they can't give enough, yet angry be- 
Cause they are sacrificing so much. 
Some caregivers are better at han- 
dling this natural tension than others. 
Left alone, the tension can result in 
depression, 

Guilt and anger have a spiraling 
effect in caregiving. The caregiver 
begins with a desire to perform well 
but usually she or he should be do- 
ing more, For example, Elaine Bro- 
dy states the "adult children feel they 
must give the same total care to their 
aging parents that their parents gave 
them as children." This naturally 
leads to a sense of guilt. Because the 
caregiver has too many responsibili- 
tics to juggle and misses out on other 
activities such as a child's concert or 
ball game, anger arises. The caregiv- 
er then feels guilt over the anger and 
the spiral continues. 

If you are a caregiver, controlling 
the guilt-anger-depression spiral will 
require your best efforts. One tech- 
nique for controlling the spiral is to 
set limits for yourself as caregiver, 
Though guilt and anger may not ever 
totally disappear, setting limits will 
help you maintain a balance. Vivian 
Greenberg suggests in her book 
"Your Best Is Good Enough: Aging 
Parents and Your Emotions", that

The Slo- 
comb offense is wide-open, to say 
the least, and puts pressure on your 
defense from anywhere on the field." 

"Over on defense," added Wood,

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature 
at its Regular Session of 1991 ordered an 
election to be held on a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, set out here as ActNo 91-219; and 
further ordered in Act No 91-219 that 
Such election be held at the next general 
election or the first day appointed by the 
Legislature for a special election; and 

WHEREAS, the next general election 
will be and occur on November 3, 1992; 
and 

WHEREAS, notice of this election, 
together with this proposed amendment, 
is required by law and by the provisions of 
Act No. 91-219 to be given by Proclama- 
tion of the Governor, to be published once 
a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the elec- 
tion, in a newspaper qualified to run legal 
notices in each county of the state 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Guy Hunt, as 
Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday, the 3rd day of November 
1992, an election will be held in the man- 
ner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabarna 

AMENDMENT NO. 1: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
Section 1. Declaration of 
Purpose 


The Legislature of Alabama 
linds that Alabama is endowed 
with a rich diversity of natural 
areas having unique ecological 
systems, plant and animal life, 
geological formations, wildlife 
habitats, recreational values and 
scenic beauty As a part of the 
continuing growth of the popula- 
lion and the economic develop- 
ment of the state, it is necessary 
and desirable that certain lands 
and waters be set aside, managed 
and preserved for use as state 
parks, nature preserves, recrea- 
tion areas, and wildlife manage- 
ment areas In order to meet the 
State's outdoor recreation needs 
and to protect the natural heritage 
of Alabama for the benefit of 
present and future generations, it 
is the policy of the state to 

(a) Protect, manage, and 
enhance certain lands and waters 
of Alabama with full recognition 
that this generation is a trustee of 
the environment for succeeding 
generations; 

(b) Protect, to the fullest extent 
practicable, recreational lands

(15) State” means the State of 
Alabama 

(16) Stewardship" means the 
mainilenance, protection, opera: 
Won, enhancement, and manage- 
ment of lands acquired for the 
forever Wild Land Trust 

(17) Trustee” means a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(18) “Trust income” means the 
net income received by the state 
from the investment and reinvest- 
ment of all assets of the Alabama 
Trust Fund, determined in accor- 
dance with the provisions of 
Amendment Number 450 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 

(19) In dividing the State into 
geographical regions: 

(a) “Central District” means the 
following counties of the state: 
Autauga, Bibb, Chambers, Chil- 
ton, Clay, Coosa, Elmore, Greene, 
Hale, Jefferson, Lee, Perry, Pick- 
ens, Randolph, Shelby, Suinter, 
Talladega, Tallapoosa, and 
Tuscaloosa 

(b) Northern District’ means 
those counties in the geographi- 
cal region of the state north of the 
Central District, as detined above 

(c) “Southern District’ means 
those counties in the geographi- 
cal region of the state south of the 
Central District, as defined above 

(20) ‘Person’ means any indi- 
vidual, firm, corporation, trust, 
partnership or association 

Section 3. Establishment of For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, Lead Man- 
agement Agency, and Categories 
of Lands to be Acquired 

(a) For the purposes set forth in 
this Amendment, there is hereby 
established the Alabama Forever 
Wild Land Trust, which shall be a 
permanent trust to be funded and 
administered in accordance with 
the provisions of this Amendment 
Title to all properties acquired for 
the Forever Wild Land Trust shall 
be vested in the Alabama Trust 
Fund for the State of Alabama. 
The Department shall serve as the 
lead management agency with 
respect to all lands acquired and 
Shall have the responsibility of pro- 
viding to the Board administrative 
Support as necessary. 

(b) In order to protect the natural 
heritage and diversity of Alabama 
for future generations, the State, 
acting through the Forever Wild 
Land Trust, will acquire lands, the 
title of which shall be held in the 
Alabama Trust Fund, to ensure 
their protection and use for con- 
servalional, educational, recrea- 
tional or aesthetic purposes. 
These lands may include, but 
shall not be limited to, the follow- 
ing: Wetlands, river corridors, 
lakes and streams, and the banks 
and shores thereof, springs, river- 
ine, montane, plain, coastal, and 
other kinds of terrain, geological 
Systems, areas supporting threat- 
ened or endangered species, sen- 
Sitive and ecologically important 
lands, unusual habitat types, for- 
ests and woodlands, fish and wild- 
life habitats, wilderness areas, 
unusual assemblages of wildtlow- 
ers, natural lands, waters or wet- 
lands that will provide public 
hunting and fishing, lands having 
other distinctive natural or recrea- 
tional characteristics, and lands 
that will constitute suitable addi- 
lions to the state's system of parks 
and fish and wildlife management 
areas 
(c) Property purchased with 
Forever Wild Land Trust moneys or 
which become part of the trust 
property through dedication or by 
some other means shall be sub- 
ject to the condemnation of ease- 
ments, rights-of-way and other 
necessary rights and estates in 
property by or on behalf of corpo- 
rations that construct, own or 
operale railroads, pipelines for the 
transportation of oil, gas, tuel or 
water, hydroelectric or other elec- 
tric generating facilities and elec- 
tric lines, telephone transmission 
lines and other communication 
facilities, or any other public ulility 
or method of transportation which 
Serves, or is intended to serve, the 
public convenience and necessily 
to the same extent and under the 
Same conditions that such lands, 
if owned by private persons, would 
be subject to condemnation by 
Such corporations under federal 
Or Stale law now in effect or hereaf- 
ler enacted No use of any such 
lands as determined by the Board 
shall constitule a use thereof for 
public purposes that will require 
proof of actual necessity by any 
corporation seeking to condemn 
such lands 
(d) Notwithstanding any other 
provision of this Amendment, no 
property shall be acquired tor the 
Alabama Trust Fund or with 
moneys from the Forever Wild 
Land Trust through condemnation 
or the use of eminent domain 
(@) No tunds or assets of the 
Forever Wild Land Trust derived 
from any source shall be 
expended or used to construct or 
improve buildings, structures or 
facilities used for human lodging, 
feeding or entertainment, includ 
ing, without limitation thereto, 
hotels and other lodging facilities, 
restaurants, convention centers 
and meeting halis, golf courses, 
dancing or meeting pavilions, ten 
iS courts, recreational dams, 
exhibition halls, and similar facili- 
lies thal have a principal purpose 
not related to the stewardship of 
properties of the Forever Wild 
Land Trust, the title of which is 
held in the Alabama Trust Fund, in 
their natural state, provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to 
prohibit the expenditure of funds 
allocated to the Stewardship 
Account for the construction and 
maintenance of roads, bridges, 
culverts, drainage facilities, hiking 
trails, boat launching ramps and 
other improvements located on 
Trust Lands to provide reasonable 
public access thereto, for the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
visitors’ centers and facilities, 
interpretive displays and other 
tacilities for the guidance and edu 
cation of visitors, for the construc 
tion and maintenance of facilities 
and the acquisition of equipment 
necessary of appropriate in con- 


nection with the performance 
of Stewardship responsibilities 
(including housing for custodial 
personnel), or for any other pur- 
pose reasonably related to the 
slewardship responsibilities of the 
Board 

Section 4 Establishment of 
Board of Trustees of the Alabama 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(a) There is hereby established 
the Board of Trustees of the Ala- 
bama Forever Wild Land Trust, 
which shall consist of fifteen vot- 
ing members as follows: 

11) one member shall be the 
Commissioner of the Department 
who shall also serve as Chairman 
of the Board 

(2) One member shall be the 
State Forester 

(3) Three members which shall 
‘be appointed by the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education 
from Departments of Biology, 
Zoology, Environmental Sciences 
and Wildlife Science from eligible 
four-year institutions of higher 
education in Alabama. An eligible 
institution shall consist of a public 
or private four-year college or uni- 
versity, tla a degree in biol- 
ogy or one of its divisions, and 
having an enrollment of at least 
1500 undergraduate students, 
There shall be one professional 
biologist appointed to the Board 
from eligible institutions in the 
Northern District of the State, one 
from such institutions in the Cen- 
tral District of the State, and one 
from such institutions in the 
Southern District of the State, as 
Said districts are defined in 
Section 2 hereof. Each eligible 
institution in the appropriate 
geographical region shall be enti- 
led fo submit One nomination to 
the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education for the profes- 
sional biologist trustee from that 
region on the Board 

(4) One member shall be 
the Executive Director of the 

‘Marine Environmental Sciences 
Consortium 

(5) There shall be three mem- 
bers from each of the three geo- 
graphical regions of the State as 
defined in Section 2 of this 
Amendment, as follows Provided, 
however, al least one appointee by 
the Governor, at least one 
appointee by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ermor and at least one appointee 
by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives shall be black 
If none of the recommending 
groups recommend a black to the 
appointing authority, said appoint- 
Wig authority shall appoint a black 
on his or her own initiative 

(A) One member from the 
Northern District shall be 
appointed by the Governor trom a 
list of names presented by Group 
A and shall serve an initial term of 
Six years. One member from the 
Northern District ‘shall be 
appointed by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor from a list of names pre- 
sented by Group B and shall serve 
an initial term of four years. One 


member from the Northern District _. 


shall be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
from a list of names presented by 
Group C and shall serve an initial 
term of two years 

(B) One member from the Cen- 
tral District shall be appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor trom a 
list of names presented by Group 
C and shall serve an initial term of 
Six years. One member from the 
Central District shall be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives from a zlist of 
names presented by Group A and 
Shall serve an initial term of four 
years One member trom the Cen- 
tral District shall be appointed by 
the Governor from a list of names 
presented by Group B and shall 
Serve an initial term of lwo years 

(C) One member from the 
Southern District shall be 
appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives from a 
list Of names presented b Group 
B and shall serve an initial term of 
Six years. One member from the 
Southern District shall be 
appointed by the Governor from a 
list of names presented by Group 
C and shall serve an initial term of 
four years One member from the 
Southern District: shall be 
appointed by the Lieutenant Goy 
ernor from a list of names pre 
sented by Group A and shall serve 
an initial term of two years 


(D) Any successor appoint 
ments and appointments to 
vacancies shall be made in the 
Same manner as described in 
subparagraphs (A), (B) and (C) 
above, and members appointed 
after the initial term of that olfice 
has expired shall serve for six-year 
terms, except that no member 
Shall serve consecutive six year 
terms 

(E) It is the intent of this Amend 
ment that the eastern and western 
areas of the three geographical 
regions of the State shail be repre 
sented on the Board of Trustees 

(6) Each person appointed to 
the Board shall be and remain an 
Alabama resident and shall have a 
demonstrated knowledge of and 
commitment to land acquisition 
for the purposes of conservation 
and recreation. Organizations 
making recommendations to the 
appointing officials shall be Ala 
bama organizations or the 
Alabama chapter of national 
Organizalions in order to ensure 
that the decisions altecting 
Alabama's future are made by 
Alabama residents 

The recommending groups are 
composed as follows 

(A) "Group A” shall consist of 
non-profit organizations, each 
having its principal programs 
extending generally throughout 
the State, whose demonstrated 
primary concerns are environ 
mental protection for the state and 
its citizens and non-consumptive 
use and preservation of natural 
areas, aid whose membership 
exceeds 750 individual residents 
of Alabama, including, but not lim 
ited to, The Nature Conservancy 
of Alabama, the Alabama Audu 
bon Council (comprising the chap 
ters in Alabama of the National 
Audubon Society), The Alabama 
Conservancy, the Alabama Chap 
ter of the Sierra Club, and 
their respective Successor 
Organizations 

B) “Group B” shail consist of 
business, industry, trade associa 
lions and professional organiza 
lions, @ach haying its principal 


programs extending generally 
throughout the state, and having a 
demonstrated concern for balane- 
ing economic growth with protec: 
tion for the environment and 
increased recreational opportuni- 
tes, including, but not limited to, 
the Business Council of Alabama, 
the Alabama Forestry Associa- 
tion, Alabama Forest Resources 
Center, the Alabama Farmers Fed. 
eration, the Petroleum Council of 
Alabama, the Association of 
eerie Commissions of Alabama, 
and their respective Successor 
organizations 

(C) “Group C" shall consist of 
non-profit organizations, each 
having its principal programs 
extending generally throughout 
the State, whose demonstrated 
primary purposes are to promote 
hunting, fishing, camping or other 
compatible recreational activities 
or conservation for such pur- 
poses, and whose membership 
exceeds 750 individual residents 
of Alabama, including, but not lim: 
ited to, the Alabama Wildlife Fed- 
eration, the Alabama State 
Advisory Council of Ducks Unlim- 
‘tea, Bowhunters of Alabama Inc., 
the Coastal Land Trust, Inc., the 
Gulf Coast Conservation Associa- 
lion, the Tennessee Valley Water- 
fowl Association, the Alabama 
Rifle and Pistol Association, the 
Alabama Chapter of the Safari 
Club International (whether or not 
those named organizations meet 
the membership requirement), 
and their respective successor 
organizations 

(D) In order to qualify as a rec- 
ommending organization, each 
organization not specifically listed 
in this section must file with the 
Secretary of State and with the 
named organizations within the 
same "group," by January 1 pre- 
ceding the date of expiration of 
term of office of Trustees hereun- 
der, a written statement of intent to 
nominate persons to serve on the 
Board his statement must 
include a request for designation 
of the “group” within which the 
organization plans to nominate 
Trustees and information demon- 
Straling that the organization qual- 
ifies to make such nominations. It 
Shall also include a copy of the 
organization's charter, stating its 
purpose. Should the Secretary of 


. Slate or any of the named organi- 


Zalions within the same group 
Oppose in writing the eligibility of 
the new organization to nominate 
members of the Board or the des- 
ignation of the “group” within 
which it proposes to nominate 
members, then the Secretary of 
State shall determine the eligibility 
of the applying organization to 
Submit nominations for member- 
ship on the Board and, if deter- 
mined eligible, the “group” within 
which it shall submit nominations 
In making this decision, the Secre- 
lary of State shall give due consid- 
eration to the views submitted to 
him by the organizations in the 
“group within which the new 
organization proposes to submit 
nominations. An organization, 
together with its affiliates, cannot 
recommend names to the appoint- 
ing officials as a member of more 
than one “group.” 

Each organization submitting 
Nominations may submit, to the 
appropriate appointing officral for 
that position on the Board, the 
names of not more than two of its 
members who have the qualifica- 
lions to serve in the position for 
which they are being nominated 
In the event that no organization 
within a group recommends 
names to the appointing official, 
then that official may appoint a 
Trustee trom that group solely of 
his own choice 

(E) Terms of office of the initial 
Trustees shall begin on the Janu- 
ary 1 following ratification of this 
Amendment, or on the first day of 
the third month following said rati- 
fication, whichever shall first 
occur. Terms of office of successor 
Trustees shall begin and end on: 
anniversaries of that dale. In the 
case Of the initial appointments of 
Trustees, nominations shall be 
Made to the appropriate appoint- 
ing officials not later than one 
month after ratification of this 
Amendment, and appointments 
by said officials shall be made by 
the date of beginning of the initial 
Trustees’ terms of office. Nomina- 
lions of successor Trustees shall 
be made to the appropriate 
appointing officials not later than * 
two months prior to the expiration 
of the Trustees’ terms of office, 
and said officials shall appoint 
new Trustees within 30 calendar 
days after the expiration of said 
terms. In the event a Trustee 
resigns or dies, or otherwise 
vacates his office, the Commis- 
sioner or the Secretary of State 
shall prompily notify the appropri 
ale nominating organizations and 
Shall publish notice of such 
vacancy once a week for three 
successive weeks in three news 
papers of regional circulation in 
this state with a request for new 
nominations from any group that 
may qualify to do so under the pro- 
visions of this Amendment. Nomi- 
nations tor a replacement Trustee 
Shall be made to the appointing 
official during the 30 calendar 
days following such death, resig- 
nation or other vacation of office, 
and the appointing official shall 
appoint a replacement Trustee not 
laler than the end of the next suc 
ceeding 30 calendar days thereal- 
ter In the event the appropriate 
Appointing official fails to make an 
initial appointment or an appoint: 
ment within said 30-day periods 
for appointment after expiration of 
term of office or after death, resig- 
nation or other vacation of oltice, 
the right lo make an appointment 
to fill thal vacancy shall fall to the 
Next appointing official in line of 
rolation of the Governor to the 
Lieutenant Governor to the 
Speaker of the House (with the 
Governor then to fallow the 
Speaker); and, if that successor 
appointing official fails to make 
SUCH appointment within 30 days, 
then the right to make the appoint. 
ment shall tall to the next succeed 
INQ appointing official, all to the 
end that there wiil, as neatly as 
possible, always be a full comple 
ment of Trustees on the Board 
Trustees appointed to fill a 
vacancy olher than by reason of 
expiration of term of office shall 
serve ihe remainder of the unex 
pied term of the Trustee being 


teplaced 


Section 5. Rights, Powers, and 
Duties of the Board 

(a) The Board is to meet at least 
quarterly each year for the trans- 
action of its business and toreview 
the progress of the Forever Wild 
Land Trust. It shall review written 
requests from state agencies, pri- 
vate organizations, and private cit- 
1zens proposing that certain 
properties or interests therein be 
acquired. For purposes of estab- 
lishing a quorum, there must be 
present at least three-tlifths (3/5) of 
the members of the Board then in 
office at any Board meeting in 
order to condur.t business; pro- 
vided, however, that in absence of 
a quorum, the members present, 
by majority vote, may adjourn the 
meeting from time to time until a 
quorum shall attend. Any Board 
action or recommendation must 
be approved by at least three-fifths 
3/5) of the members of the entire 

oard then in office, unless speci- 
fied otherwise in this Amendment 
Using its own knowledge and 
expertise, as well as the knowl: 
edge and expertise of the scien- 
tific Community and state and 
federal agencies, the Board shall 
adopt a priority list of properties to 
be considered for acquisition 
Recognizing that real estate trans- 
actions must involve willing sellers 
and may involve complicated pro- 
cedures that could affect the avail- 
ability of property, the Department 
shall, to the extent practicable, fol- 
low the directions of the Board in 
acquiring lands or waters. Pro- 
vided, however, the Forever Wild 
Land Trust may only purchase or 
acquire an interest in property 
from the priority list of properties 
adopted by the Board. 

(b) In addition to the site- 
specilic management and allowa- 
ble use guidelines referred to in 
Section 9, the Board may recom- 
mend to the Department rules, 
regulations and management cri- 
teria, which the Board feels would 
be beneficial to carrying out the 
aoc and purposes of this 

mendment, 

(c) The Board shall assist the 
Department in developing and 
Maintaining an inventory of areas 
and sites which through acquisi- 
tion become state natural and/or 
recreational areas and shall make 
public as desirable information 
regarding their location, manage- 
ment, regulation, and permissible 
public uses 

(d) The Board shall prepare and 
submit to the Governor and the 
State Legislature, on or before 
February 1 of each year, a report 
which shall describe and account 
for all expenditures and acquisi- 
tions by the Forever Wild Land 
Trust for the preceding fiscal year, 
as well as plans for the current fis- 
cal year. The Board shall present 
this annual report to the public ata 
public meeting to be held within 
ten days after February 1 of each 
year. The public meeting shall be 
an informal process to present 
information on the Forever Wild 
Land Trust to the public and give 
the public an opportunity to have a 
dialogue with the Board regarding 
its future plans and operations. 

(e) Before purchasing or acquir- 
ing any inlerest in lands with 
moneys from the Forever Wild 
Land Trust, the Board, acting 
through the Commissioner, or the 
Commissioner on his own initia- 
tive, shall obtain at least two 
appraisals from certified real 
estale appraisers. In no event 
shall the Board expend more than 
the ‘appraised value,” as defined 
in Section 2 of this Amendment, in 
purchasing such lands; provided, 
however, that by affirmative vote of 
al least three-fourths (3/4) of the 
members of the Board, the Board 
may expend up to 125 percent of 
the appraised value for such pur- 
chase where such action is neces- 
Sary to accomplish the purposes 
and goals of this Amendment 

(f) The Board may assume 
indebtedness on behall of the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust that may be 
owed with respect to real or per- 
sonal property given, donated, 
contributed or devised to the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, or that may 
be secured by a mortgage, deed 
of trust or security interest cover- 
ing such property, and to agree to 
pay such indebtedness from cur- 
rent assets or fulure revenues of 
the Forever Wild Land Trust, pro- 
vided that the present value of al! 
installments of principal and of 
interest On such indebledness 
at the time of the assumption 
thereof, determined in accor 
dance with accepted principles 
and using a discount rate equal to 
the rate of interest payable on 
such indebtedness, shall be less 
than 80% of the fair market value 
of Such property as determined by 
an active public market for such 
properly of an appraisal per- 
formed by an independent, profes 
sionally Qualified appraiser 

(g) The Board may contract tor 
the purchase of tracts or parcels of 
land in which the purchase price 
Shall be payable in future install: 
ments, together with such rate of 
interest on the unpaid balance of 
such purchase price as the Board 
Shall delermine to be reasonable, 
and lo secure the payment of such 
installments, together with the 
interest thereon, by purchase 
money mortgages on the land so 
acquired and by a pledge of future 
revenues committed to the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, including, 
without limitation thereto, any por: 
tion of the trust income allocated 
0 Said trust by Section 7 of this 
Amendment, provided that such 
installments shall in no event 
exceed 80% of ihe fair market 
value of such property determined 
aS Set forth in the preceding sub- 
Section and provided further that 
the total cumulative indebtedness 
assumed each year under the pre- 
ceding sub-section (f) together 
wilh the total cumulativeindebted- 
Ness incurred each year by pur- 
chase money ™MOftgages as 
Provided in this sub-section (g) 
shall be limited to no more than 
25% of the trust income allocaied 
10 Said trust lor the preceding 
year 

(h) The Board may enter into 
contacts with any person, non 
protit Organization, corporation, 
governmental entity or other entity 
concerning tracts or parcels of 
land that constitute desirable 
acquisitions for the Forever Wild 
Land Trust pursuant to which such 


person, nonprofit organization, 
corporation, governmental entity 
or other entity will agree to acquire 
and hold such land, of to hold 
such land if theretofore acquired 
by such person, nonprofit organi- 
zalion, corporation, governmental 
entity or other entity and to sell or 
donate such land to the Forever 
Wild Land Trust at some future 
Gale, in the interim preserving and 
managing such land in its natural 
Stale subject to such conditions, 
including the reimbursement of 
expenses, as the Board shall 
deem advantageous for the ulti- 
mate acquisition and preservation 
of such land 

(i) The Board may sell, lease or 
exchange specilic properties or 
interests therein acquired or held 
by the Alabama Trust Fund for the 
Forever Wild Land Trust. Any such 
Sale or exchange shall be made at 
not less than the “appraised 
value,” as defined in Section 2 of 
this Amendment; provided, how- 
ever, that by affirmative vote of at 
least three-fourths (3/4) of the 
members of the Board, the Board 
may authorize and direct the Com- 
missioner to sell or exchange 
property of said trust for not less 
than 85 percent of the appraised 
value where such action is neces- 
Sary to accomplish the purposes 
and goals of the Amendment. All 
moneys received from any such 
sale or lease shall be paid into the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(j) The Board shall establish a 
technical advisory committee, 
consisting of the State Forester, 
the President of the Alabama 
Chapter of the Wildlife Society, the 
Staie Geologist, and any other 
person whom the Board may 
desire to appoint, for the purpose 
of oblaining advice and assis- 
tance in performing the Board's 
functions and duties under this 
Amendment 

(k) In addition, the Board is 
authorized at its discretion: 

(1) to establish procedures 
relating to the confidentiality of 
information where necessary to 
accomplish the purposes and 
goals of this Amendment; 

(2) to cooperate or contract with 
any federal, state or local govern- 
ment agency, private organiza- 
ion, oF individual to accomplish 
any of the purposes and goals of 
this Amendment, paying any rea- 
sonable fees or expenses in con- 
nection with such cooperation or 
contracts from moneys held under 
or within the Forever Wild Land 
Trust; 

(3) to recommend that moneys 
paid into the Forever Wild Land 
Trust be allowed to accumulate, 
with only the income thereon 
being spent, or that the corpus or 
principal of the Forever Wild Land 
Trust be expended in whole or in 
part; 

(4) to do any and all things nec- 
esSary lo take advantage ol fed- 
eral, state, or local government or 
private funds donated or obtain- 
able through the use of the For- 


_ ever Wild Land Trust; and 


(5) to adopt, alter and repeal 
bylaws, regulations and rules in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Administrative Procedure Act 
for the regulation and conduct of 
its affairs and business in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the 
Alabama Administrative Proce- 
dures Act 

(Il) Members of the Board and 
the technical advisory committee 
shail be entitled to receive the per 
diem allowance and _ travel 
expenses provided by law to state 
employees These expense pay- 
ments shall be for the sole pur- 
pose of travel to and from their 
places of residence to meetings 
and for travel involving official 
business of the Forever Wild Land 
Trust. Those members who are

Section 7. Source of Funds

(b) The Alabama Trust Fund 
Board shall provide the Board of 
Trustees of the Forever Wild Land 
Trust with advice and assistance 
in the investment of funds in the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(c) Title to the property acquired 
from funds in the Forever Wild 
Land Trust shall be held in the Ala- 
bama Trust Fund for the State of 
Alabama. Provided, however, the 
Alabama Trust Fund Board shall 
not have any responsibility for nor 
any control over the approving or 
disapproving of the acquisition, 
disposition of use of any such 
properly. Nothing in this Amend- 
ment or Amendment 450 to this 
Alabama Constitution of 1901 
shall be construed so as to require 
the Alabama Trust Fund Board to 
have a fiduciary responsibility for 
the investment of Forever Wild 
Land Trust funds or the production 
of income from property acquired 
by the Board of Trustees of the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust 

(d) The amounts allocated to 
the Forever Wild Land Trust shall 
be included in determining 
whether the trust income received 
by the state from the Alabama 
Trust Fund equals or exceeds 
$60,000,000 for the purposes of 
the County Government Capital 
Improvement Act (codified at Sec- 
tions 11-29-1 through 11-29-7 of 
the Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended) and the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Capital Improvement Act 
(codified at Sections 11-66-1 
through 11-66-7 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, 1975, as amended). In no 
event shall any provision hereof

Section 8. Donations of 
Property. 

Any person making a donation 
of any property or any interest 
therein, to the State for the pur- 
poses of this Amendment, shall 
receive, irrespective of any other 
provisions of the income tax laws 
of the State, twice the ordinary 
deduction for state income tax 
purposes for the taxable year in 
which the property or interest is 
donated. Provided however, the 
value of any such property or inter- 
est therein, subject to this double 
deduction, shall be limited to the 
actual value of the property, or any 
interest therein, donated to the 
State which shall not include any 
indebtedness, encumbrances or 
liens assumed by the Forever Wild 
Land Trust or the value of any 
interests or rights retained by the 
donor. ; 

For the purposes of this section, 
the “actual value” of property 
shall be the appraised value for ad 
valorem taxation purposes, aver- 
aged over the preceding five 
years 

Section 9. Stewardship 
Account. 

The Alabama Trust Fund Board 
shall establish a separate account 
within the Alabama Trust Fund to 
be known as the Forever Wild 
Land Trust Stewardship Account. 
When the Forever Wild Land Trust 
acquires properly or an interest in 
property pursuant to this Amend- 
ment, the Board of Trustees of the 
Forever Wild Land Trust shall set 

* aside an amount from the Forever 
Wild Land Trust equal to fifteen 
percent (15%) of the appraised 
value of the land acquired, or the 
land altected if less than a fee 
interest was acquired. The Ala- 
bama Trust Fund Board shall pro- 
vide for the investment of the 
Stewardship Account.

No use will be 
allowed that is nol Compatible with 
the primary purpose for acquiring 
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the land. In coordinating such 
management within the Depart 
ment, the Game and Fish Division 
of the Department shall manage 
wildlife and fisheries programs; 
the State Parks Division of the 
Depariment shall manage parks 
prograins, the Lands Division of 
the Department shall manage nat- 
ufal areas programs through ils 
Natural Heritage Program; and 
the Lands Division of the Depart- 
ment shall manage other activities 
and programs relating to Forever 
Wild Land Trust properties. The 
Forestry Commission shall serve 
as consultant to the Department 
for the purpose of managing the 
forest and forestry resources pro- 
grams. Any income thal may be 
ae from the property or 
rom any use of said property 
acquired through the Forever Wild 
Land Trust shall be treated as 
interest income of the Alabama 
Trust Fund and shall accrue to the 
credit of the general fund of the 
State of Alabama. 

The right of the public to hunt 
and fish on the lands and ease- 
ments acquired under the provi- 
sions of this act shall not be 
abridged or restricted, subject to 
such rules, regulations, seasons 
and limits as are established by 
the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources. 

Section 10. Enforceability of 


- Conservation Restrictions; Recor- 


dation; Acquisition and Disposal 
of Interests. 

(a) No conservation restriction 
or easement as defined in Section 
2 of this Amendment held by any 
governmental body shall be unen- 
forceable on account of lack of 
privily of estate or contract or lack 
of benefit to particular land or on 
account of the benefit being 
assignable to or being assigned to 
any other governmental body with 
like purposes. All such restrictions 
and easements shall be duly 
recorded and indexed in the man- 
ner of other conveyances of inter- 
ests inland, and shall describe the 
land subject to the restrictions or 
easements by adequate legal 
description or by reference to a 
recorded plat showing its 
boundaries. 

Such conservation restrictions 
are interests in land and may be 
acquired by any governmental 
body which has power to acquire 
interests in land, in the same man- 
ner as it may acquire other inter- 
ests in land. Such a restriction or 

“easement may be enforced by 
injunction or proceeding in equity, 
and shall entitle the holder of it to . 
enter the land in a reasonable 
manner and at reasonable times 
to assure compliance. Such a 
restriction or easement may be 
released in whole or in part, by the 
holder for such consideration, if 
any, as the holder may determine, 
in the same manner as the holder 
may dispose of land or other inter- 
est in land, subject to such condi- 
tions as may have been imposed 
at the time of creation of the 
restriction, 

This section shall not be con- 
Strued to imply that any restriction, 
easement, covenant or condition 
which does not have the benefit of 
this section shall, on account of 
any provision hereof, be unen- 
forceable. Nothing in this Amend- 
ment shall diminish the powers 
granted by any law to acquire by 
purchase, gift, eminent domain or 
otherwise as restricting the use of 
an existing or future easement, 
express or implied, in favor of any 
utility or other holder of an ease- 
ment for public purpose. The 
existence of conservation ease- 
ments or restrictions shall not of 
itself be proof of value as a mea- 
sure of damages in any eminent 
domain proceedings. 

(b) When a conservation restric- 
lion or easement is held by a pub- 
lic body under the program 
established by this Amendment, 
the real property subject thereto 
Shall be assessed for taxation pur- 
poses on the basis of the true cash 
value of the property or as other- 
wise provided by law, less such 
reduction in value as may result 
from the granting of the conserva- 
tion restriction or easement. The 
value of the interest held by the 
public body shall be exempt trom 
properly taxation to the same 
extent as other public property. 

Section 11. Alabama Natural 
Heritage Program. 


(a) The Alabama Natural Heri- 
lage Program is hereby estab- 
lished as a part of the Lands 
Division of the Department, or its 
duly designated successor, and 
shall be funded trom the Forever 
Wild Land Trust or the Forever 
Wild Land Trust Stewardship 
Account as provided by the Board, 
and from private donations 

(b) For purposes of this pro- 
gram, the Department, subject to 
approval by the Board, shall: 

(1) Produce an inventory of 
Alabama's natural heritage 
resources, including their location 
and ecological stalus 

(2) Maintain a natural heritage 
data bank of inventory data and 
other relevant information for eco- 
logically significant sites support: 
ing natural heritage resources 
Information from this data bank 
may be made available to public 
agencies and to private institu: 
tions of individuals for environ- 
mental assessment and land 
management purposes 

(3) Develop a Natural Heritage 
Pian which suggests priorities for 
the protection, acquisition and 
management of dedicated natural 
area preserves. 

(4) Establish procedures relat: 
ing to the confidentiality of data 
and inquiries for information in 
order to protect natural resources 
and encourage use by public 
agencies and privale organiza: 
tions and individuals in planning 
of conducting thei activities 

Section 12. Dedication of Natu- 
tal Area Preserves 

(a) The Department shall, in the 
name of the State and upon the 
recommendation of the Board, 
accept the dedication of natural 
areas on lands deemed by the 
Board and the Commissioner to 
qualify as natural area preserves 
under the provisions of this 
Amendment. Natural area pre- 
serves may be olfered for dedica- 
tion by voluntary act of the owner 
The owner of a qualified natural 
area may Wansler fee simple title 
or other interest in land to the 
State. Natural area preserves may 


be acquired by gift, grant or 
purchase 

(b) Dedication of a natural area 
preserve shall become effective 
only upon acceptance of the 
instrument of dedication by the 
Board and the Commissioner 

(c) The instrument of dedication 
may 

(1) Contain restrictions and 
other provisions relating to man- 
agement, use, development, 
transfer, and public access, and 
may contain any other restrictions 
and provisions as may be neces- 
Sary or advisable to further the 
purposes of this Amendment, 

(2) Define, consistent with the 
purposes of this Amendment, the 
respective rights and duties of the 
owner and of the state and provide 
procedures to be followed in case 
of violations of the restrictions; 

(3) Recognize and create rever- 
sionary rights, transfers upon con- 
dition of with limitations, and gifts 
over; and 

(4) Vary in provisions from one 
natural area preserve to another in 
accordance with differences in the 
characteristics and conditions of 
the several areas 


(d) Public departments, com- 
missions, boards, counties, 
municipalities, corporations, col- 
leges, universities and all other 
agencies and instrumentalities of 
the state and its political subdivi- 
sions may dedicate suitable areas 


within their jurisdiction as natural 
area preserves in accordance with 
the powers and authorities 
granted to such organizations by 
existing state legislation. 

(e) The Board may enter into 
amendments to the instrument of 
dedication upon finding that such 
amendments will not permit an 
impairment, disturbance, use, or 
development of the area inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this 
Amendment. If the fee simple 
estale in the natural area preserve 
is not held by the State under this 
article, no amendment may be 
made without the written consent 
of the owner of the other interests 
therein. 

Section 13. Sunset Provision. 

Beginning with the state's 2012- 
2013 fiscal year and each suc- 
ceeding fiscal year, all moneys to 
be paid into the Forever Wild Land 
Trust shall be paid to the Alabama 
Trust Fund in the event the Legis- 
lature has not provided for the 
continuation of payments into the 
Forever Wild Land Trust Fund as 
provided for in this section, pro- 
vided that 2.5% of the trust 
income earned from the invest- 
ment of funds in the Alabama 
Trust Fund shall continue to be 
paid to the Forever Wild Steward- 
ship Account established in Sec- 
tion 9 of this Amendment until 
such time as the Legislature, by 
legislative act, determines that 
interest income earned from the 
investment of funds within the cor- 
pus of the Stewardship Account is 
sufficient for the proper adminis- 
tration and stewardship of proper- 
ties acquired from the Forever 
Wild Land Trust. And provided fur- 
ther, that the Legislature, by legis- 
lative act, or by the enactment of a 
constitutional amendment may 
continue payment of the revenues 
provided in Section 7 hereof, or at 
any time provide for the payment 
of other revenues, into the Forever 
Wild Land Trust. At such time as 
the payment of trust income into 
the Forever Wild Land Trust shall 
cease, the percentage of trust 
income accruing to said trust fund 
shall be paid into the Alabama 
Trust Fund each year to become a

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Car-truck collision in early morning

_A collision on a fog shrouded 
highway claimed the life of a young 
teacher on the way to school last Fri- 
day morning, The accident happened 
about 7:30 a.m. just South of the Ba- 
sin Baptist Church. 

A car driven by Jennifer D. 
Wright Bowdin, age 22, of 502 Spur- 
ling St., Opp, was traveling toward 
Elba on Highway 189 (Kinston 
Highway). A recent graduate of Troy 
State University, and a Route 3, 
Samson native, she was enroute to 
her position as a special education 
teacher in New Brockton, 


A tractor trailer truck, driven by 
Edward Loyd Cheshicr, of Route 1, 
Chancellor, and equipped to haul 
live chickens for the ConAgra dress- 
ing plant was turning onto this same 
highway. The truck was entering the 
road from the East, crossing the 
northbound lane and heading South, 
There were no chickens on the truck 
at the time of the accident.

Elba man indicted for the 


rape of a 12-

An Elba man has been indicted 
by a Coffee County grand jury for 
the alleged rape of a 12-year-old 
New Brockton girl, 

Mark Lavelle Stokes, age 24, of 
Route 2, Elba, is charged with rape 
in the first degree, 

The incident occurred during the 
carly hours of Sunday, May 10, 
1992, 

According to testimony by the 
victim in a preliminary hearing held 
in July, she was spending the night 
at the house of Stokes’ brother on 
the night of the alleged rape. 

She testified that she was awaken 
by the defendant at approximately 2 
am, and told to accompany him, 
Stokes, to his house because his 
brother, Greg, and his wife were 
having an argument. 

Testimony by Bruce Devane, 
chief investigator for the District At- 
torney's Office, revealed that Stokes 
and his brother had been to Opp to 
visit another brother in the hospital. 
They had stopped by a local night- 
club on their way home, 

According to Devane, when the 
two arrived at Greg Stokes’ home 
just outside Elba, Greg and his wife 
became engaged in an argument be- 
cause the two men were late in com- 
ing home, This, according to De- 
vane, is when the victim was awaken 
by the defendant and told that she 
would be better off sleeping at his 
house, 

During testimony by the victim, 
she admitted accompanying Stokes 
to his home willingly but not to en- 
gaging in sex with him,

GROUP COMPLAINS AE OUT PRINCIPAL 
Special school board meetings confront high school problems

The Elba City School Board ha 
held two special wiecting since. die 
regular meeting of October 8th in 
which complaints were voiced 
against several practices allegedly 
being allowed in the high school 
and also against Principal Charles 
Clark. 

The first of these two meetings 
was held on Wednesday night, Oc- 
tober 14, Clark was present at that 
meeting and responded to the same 
group of protesters. He attempted 
to explain to the protesters what his 
posiuion was in each of the matters, 
In one of the matters Clark offered 
his apology to the family involved 
if he had wrongly accused a youth. 

A large part of the meeting was 
filled with accusations on the part 
of the parents and denials from 
both Clark and Superintendent 


Ciiarles Pearce. It wasn’t unusual 


‘for several parents to be voicing 


thew complaints at the same time. 

Pearce proposed forming a com 
1 itee of two black parents, two 
gris parcats,.two black. ieachers, 
two white teachers, himself and 
Clark to meet and work on the mat- 
ters. Later he agreed with those 
complaining that Clark was not 
necessary for the committee. 

At that meeting Pearce received 
an agreement from the spokesper- 
son for the group, Mrs, Dolray 
Fleming, that they would try the 
committed and Mrs. Fleming 
agreed to serve, 

That committee has not been 
formed at press time. 

The second meeting was held 
Tuesday night, October 20, in the 
high school with over almost 200 
people in attendance, 

Chairman Bob Roberson opened 
the meeting by reading to the group 
the legal limits against attacking 


the character or embarrassing board 
members or employees. He urged 
that parents who had complaints 
should follow a chain before bring- 
ing their complaints to the board,

Of this issue voices teachers con-
